Xot only the legality of the amend- 
ment i* affirmed, but that of the Vol- 
stead law. which is the necessary sta- 
tute providing teeth for enforcement. 


Beginning with the form o* the 


amendment and the manner in v.hlch 
it was adopted, the objection to both 
are Crushed aside. The court holds 
.that it was properly submitted and 
legally approved, saying that the 
amendment "by lawful proposal and 
ratification, has become a part o* the 
Constitution and must be respected 
and given effect tha same as other 
provisions of the instrument." 


Referring to the perhaps unfourtu- 


nate. phrase, "concurrent jurisdiction.' 
ivhich appears in the second section 
of. the amendment, it -very properb 
.holds that no state has power to mod- 
"ifv the scope of the amendment; but 
that the -wt>rd3 Ruoted merely gi% e the 
etatea power "to assist in the enforce- 
ment of the law. Xo state, may seek 
to defeat or thwart prohibition; no 
state law can supercede or over-ride 
tha^federal enactment. "Were it oth 
ertrise, any state which s=rw fit, could 
nullify the federal statutes — a pro 
ceedlns evidently impossible to be per 
knitted under our form of govermndnt. 


Altogether it appears that the pre 


dictions so freely made as to th 
course of the supreme court were no 
"born of. knowledg* -UI OC desire. An 
the court itself, it is a pleasure I 
.note, has maintained the high stand 
~ing of its decisions for the hundre 
,and thirty-two Drears of its existence 
It does not seek to find excuses fo 
adverse action; it does not quibble 
It merely takes the plain words o 
-tiie amendment and stutute, 
them their 'ordinary and commonl 
accepted meaning, and hases its juag 
xhent upon them. It is a decisio 
•worthy o£ th» bigb. court of justic 
That oody did not look for loopholes 
It saw as clearly as practically every- 
body else did, what the amendment 
•was intended to do, and it acted ac- 
cordingly. _ 


There is only one way, therefore, 


hy which alcoholic "beverages contain- 
ing a greater alcoholic content than 
half of oae percent can ever, so long 
as the amendment stands, be manu- 
factures!, edld or purchased. That is 
"by an amendment to the Volstead act- 
Conjress which made the law can un- 
make it, anfl it can establish a more

Aleppo. Syria.—The slaughter of the 


little French garrison which evacuated 
| Urfa on a promise of safe coadnct by 
j the Turkish nationalist troops after 
] tha toira had been besieged for 61 
j days, is described in the diary of Geo- 
I eral Woodward, accountant for the 


American Commission for Relief in the 
Xear East, who was an eye witness of 
the massacre. He escaped and returned 
to TJrfa after several hundred French 
soldiers had be*n killed or made pris- 
oners by tribesmen. 


The French were ambushed by tfie. 


tribesmen in -violation of an agreement 
made b" Xesaik Effend!, who came 
from Angora as the Turkish national- 
ist government's representative, the 
diary says, end promised the French- 
men safe conduct if they would evacu- 
ate. 
At that time the French had 


only four Jays" rations left, and had 
eaten all their horses and mules, and 
evacuation was considered inevitable, 
as the garrison was greatly outnum- 
bered by the enemy. 


General Woodward says in Ms diary 


that he saw TurSs killing the French 
wounded on the field, and that he and 
an officer of th<? gendarmerie saw pris- 
oners killed by the Turks after they 
had surrendered. 


"Xamik Effendl agreed to protect 


the Christian population, provide s 
guard of gendarmerie and a transport 
of 60 camels an£ 30 horses if the 
| French would leave," the diary says

Attacked From the Rear.

"We were suddenly attacked from 


the rear and from both flanks while 
we were moving as a column spaced at 
regular intervals. The order was~given 
to deploy, and this was carried out 
Into the hills occupied by the'enemy, 
who almost surrounded us. 


"The attack lasted for two hours, 


the Turks having 2,000 irregular troops 
and one machine gun. They made a 
special target of our transport, doubt- 
less for plnnder. As the firing in- 
creased other tribes Joined in the at- 
tack. Our rear guard was caught In 
a trap from which few escaped alive. 


"With the transport destroyed, the 


rear guard cut oft and our lice Of de- 
ferse broken, we could only surrender, 
and an'officer of gendarmerie was sent 
with a white flag. I accompanied him 
with en American flag. We were con- 
tinually fired upon as we approached 
the enemy, asking for his commander. 
We were told there -fas BO com- 
mander, as the troops were Irregular, 
and finally we sect messengers to the 
flanks aad at 10:20 the firing ceased, 
bnt another parry of Kurds arrived 
slraost Immediately and the firing was 
reopened. I asked the chief of the 
gendarmerie to return to TTrfa with 
me, which we managed to do by a side 
trail. 
"I saw Kurds Wiling the wounded 


and saw soldiers Mlled after they had 
surrendered. Emir Effend!, an officer 
of the gendarmerie, also witnessed 
this, and he had one man marched 
away as a prisoner. I could not find 
out what became of him. 


Almost Wiped Out 


"Of the French d' achment of 500 


oalv 132 soldiers and one officer re- 
turned to trfa- The remainder pre- 
sumably were killed." 


After the French evacuated TTrfa the 


conditions there were reported greatly 
Improved for the American relief 
workers, as supplies of water and fuel 
had been cut off aad provisions were 
nearly eshausted. 


The Turks held a general meeting 


of rejoicing over the departure of the 
French aad declared ia favor of "a 
government of the people, by the 
people and for the people." They de- 
clared they no long?- recognized the 
Ottoman government, promised protec- 
tion to" Armenians, and decided not to 
disarm them.
